I. Claims i -62, drawn to an apparatus for treating foodstuffs with a fluid, 
classified in class 99, subclass 516. 

II. Claim 63, drawn to a method of for applying a treatment fluid to a food 
surface, classified in class 426, subclass 281 .

3. Inventions II and Invention I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.
